This may seem 
like a touchy subject, but we are all mortal, 
and sooner or later we may put our families 
in that situation. 

Not all hams have family members who 
are hams to use the equipment or estimate 
its value. For those of us who have had the 
foresight to have a will drawn up, consider 
leaving instructions for equipment dispersal 
in your will. One of the most important things 
to have would be an inventory of all of your 
equipment including its location, value, and 
the date of the list. 

What may seem to be an easy thing to 
you, like disconnecting a radio, may involve

ARLB082 FCC proposes closings 

Federal Communications Commission 
Chairman Reed Hundt has proposed ac- 
tions to save money, including personnel 
reductions and facility closings. 

Hundt said that although the FCC cur- 
rently has fewer than its authorized per- 
sonnel ceiling of 2,271, steps would be 
taken to reduce the number of FCC 
employees to about 2,050. In addition 
to retirements and buyouts, the clos- 
ing of some regional and field offices 
would result in about 120 jobs lost, 
of which some 50 would be invol- 
untary. Hundt said these 50 “re- 
ductions in force,” or RIFs, would 
be the first in FCC history. 

Regional offices would be 
closed in Atlanta, Boston, and 
Seattle, leaving their functions to 
regional offices in Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, and San Francisco. 

The following field offices would 
be closed (leaving 16 still open): Buf- 
falo, Miami, St Paul, Norfolk (Virgin- 
ia), Portland (Oregon), Houston, San 
Juan, Anchorage and Honolulu. 

All nine monitoring stations would 
be closed, as well as monitoring operations 
within four FCC field offices. “Fortunate- 
ly,” Hundt said, “technological advances 
will permit us to replace these monitoring 
stations with a national automated monitor- 
ing network by the summer of 1996.” 

These nine monitoring stations are at 
Vero Beach, Florida; Belfast, Maine; Alle- 
gan, Michigan; Douglas, Arizona; Liver- 
more, California; Ferndale, Washington; 
Grand Island, Nebraska; Kingsville, Texas; 
and Powder Springs, Georgia. 

Hundt said “No monitoring function 
will be impaired.” One facility, in Laurel/ 
Columbia, Maryland, would be the central 
site for “electronic monitoring.” 

If approved by the full Commission, the 
monitoring stations and field offices would 
close by July 1996. No timetable was given 
for closing of the four regional offices.

ARLX046 Sunspot hints new cycle 

Astronomers at the California Institute 
of Technology say they have identified the 
first new sunspot in the next sunspot cycle. 

Scientists at Caltech’s Big Bear Solar 

Observatory in Big Bear City, California, 
photographed the spot on August 12. 
“This makes us happy,” said Hal Zirin, 
professor of astrophysics at Caltech and 
director of the Big Bear facility. “The 
sun is a lot more interesting to study 
when things are going on.” 
Early in the 11-year sunspot cycle, 
sunspots appear rarely and at rela- 
tively high solar latitudes around 
30 to 35 degrees, then increase 
in frequency and appear at low- 
er latitudes until they reach sun- 
spot maximum, Caltech said. 
After this peak in activity, the 
number of sunspots slowly de- 
clines, and they appear ever closer 
to the sun’s equator until they reach 
a relatively quiet phase called sun- 
spot minimum. 
The sun has been in a quiet period 
through much of 1994 and this year, with 
a few spots showing up near the equator. 
The new sunspot found on August 12 ap- 
peared at a solar latitude of 21 degrees, and 
its magnetic polarity is opposite to that seen 
over the last decade, a key to identifying it 
as “the manifestation” of the start of a new 
cycle, Caltech said. 

Scientists at Caltech said they expect- 
ed an early beginning to Cycle 23, but not 
this early. “Sunspots in the new cycle should 
rapidly become more common and reach a 
high level of activity in 1998 or 1999,” 
Caltech said.
